filled with concrete. 

Then came the rioting visitors in 
1961, who did-in the town and the race 
with it. It was enough to make you a 
bitter man. 

Well, the good news is that this AMA 
classic—in somewhat modified form—will 
run again on March 19. It’s been moved 
out to Tecate Airport, so the pavement 
part of the race involves criss-crossing 
the landing strip three times. Granted, 
it’s not as colorful as racing past cerve= 
za bars and all that, but it is probably a 
little less nerve wracking. 

Sponsoring club is the Lions M.C., 
4918 Ocean Beach, Calif. (Phone: 222- 
5491) They got the City of Tecate to 
agree on becoming a venue for the race 
once more by a ruse which is becoming 
more and more common these days-throw- 
ing a charity race. They came up with 
the idea after seeing an act combining a 
marathon dancer, and a girl buried under- 
ground; they both held out for three days 
and brought the Tecate Fire Department 
lots of charity. 

The Tecate FD will be the benefici- 
ciary for the bike race too. 

The course is about 2 miles long and 
includes 1 mile of pavement. The dirt is 
graded and fast. The city will provide 
water on race day, and camping (cum 
toilets) is possible near the strip. 

Mail entry is $3 and closes on March 
10th. There will be no post entry. Enter 
with a standard AMA sportsman form or 
facsimile, and all your numbers. Three 
number plates are required. 

There will be four one-hour races, 
the first of which begins at 11 a.m. They 
run in this order: 1-50-100; 100-199; 
200-250; 251-499-open. Riders meeting 
is at 8 a.m. Practice, in half hour bits, 
begins at 8:30 a.m. and is broken down 
into the same classes as for the race 
and in the same order. 

All in all, this is one heckuva lot of 
good ol’ slam-bang AMA style GeePee 
racing for three bucks, all to the tune of 
that great Tecate motto: “Goce la Mexi- 
cana Alegria!”

The 
study committee is still working out 
details and will have everything in 
final form, it is hoped, for presenta- 
tion to the association at Daytona, 
Florida in March, 

If all goes well, the first meeting 
of the new American Motorcycle 
Congress proposed by the-study com- 
mittee may take place in.October or 
November of 1968. 

On this page is the proposed or- 
ganizational setup ofthe new A,M.A. 
Many details still need solving, 
such as election procedure, voter 
qualification and suitable awards to 
show appreciation for the outgoing 
Competition Committeemen. But 
there should be enough organization- 
al brainpower on the study commit- 


étee to recommend competent -proce-

ANSWER TO COOLIES COLUMN 


FACT. The press was asked not to pub- 
lish any portion of the Feb. meeting. 


REASON, It has been apparent in the 
past that the press has “misquoted,” 
either unknowingly not being completely 
informed, or by leaving part of the quote 
unwritten. This, consequently, has 
given the reader a misconception of the 
real intent of the statement. Example:

QUESTION. Who requested the ban on 
professional riders riding in amateur 
events? 


ANSWER. The M.R.I., who are comprised 
of professional racers, proposed to the 
National Competition Committee in 1965, 
to make a rule barring all pro racers 
from competing in amateur events. This 
tule was passed on by the 1965 N.C.C. 
at the Nov. meeting in San Diego but 
only to ban thepro Expert and Amateurs, 
not Novices, from sportsmen events. 
This rule was not enforced until 


April 1966.

QUESTION. “What percentage of the 
professional gate is paid for insurance?” 


ANSWER. The pro rider is insured by 
Continental Insurance Co. for a $5,000 
medical policy. Riders and pit men are 
charged $2 pit entrance of which the 
entire amount is used toward the insur- 
ance. The promoter gives 40% of the 
gate (spectators) for the purse, the top 
10% of the 40% given for the purse is 
used for insurance premiums. If the 
rider alone had to pay his own insur 
ance, it would cost on the average of 
$6 a rider per event. 

QUESTION. What is actually being done 
for the riders to obtain a place to race 
in the general Los Angeles area?” 


ANSWER. At present, there is a com- 
mittee set up to do reséarch on aban- 
doned parks, recreational land, Federal 
land and city land to see if a Motorcycle 
Playground could be designed and be- 
come operable on such properties. 
Funds are being donated by motorcycle 
playground, when and if it becomes a 
reality, will not be for the exclusive 
use of competition, but for all motor- 
cycle riders to use and enjoy. A place 
off the highways and streets where 
families can go for a picnic, a play ride 
over trails and hills, or just to get to- 
gether with other motorcyclists and 
bunch race. We sincerely hope that a 
scrambles track will also be allowed 
to be erected, so that controlled racing 
could be held in and around such pro- 
posed motorcycle playgrounds. 


STATEMENT. “If you don’t like the 
way things are being run, you could 
leave.” 


REASON. Any organization will accept 
and welcome constructive criticism, 
This is what makes an organization 
grow and become better. Over the past 
several months it has become apparent 
that constructive criticism is not the 
aim of all who speak.

There is much more to our 
organization than the member who just 
joins so he can ride or “get a member- 
ship card’. Remember one thing—nothing 
just happens, it comes about by trial 
and error of the (paid ha, ha) volunteer 
officers and Competition Committee are 
working far beyond your greatest ex- 
pectations. We are trying to gain more 
benefits, more places to ride, and an 
all-around better sport for you. This 
harrassment or procedure of crusading 
without first exhausting all remedies on 
a local and National level, tend to tear 
down what it has taken years to build 
up with volunteer help of your past and 
present officers and committeemen. One 
or more bad apples in a barrel will soon 
rot all the rest, is it not best to cast 
aside the bad ones? 

I, as an individual and as your Dis- 
trict President welcome competition, 
this is what makes our sport and our 
District the “giant” that it is. 

Good luck to the A.C.A., F.I.M. and 
any and all other motorcycle organiza- 
tions that are striving and giving motor- 
cylists the sport that is rapidly becom- 
ing one of the greatest sports known 
to mankind.

QUESTION: Could you please tell 


me if A.M.A. or any

ANSWER: They are not required but 
highly recommended. 


QUESTION: 7 just finished overhaul- 

ing my Triumph TR6 
and could not get the cams to degree- 
in accurately. Why? is it because of 
and inaccurate grind? B,E,—Covina, 


ANSWER: Likely as not the blame 

will have to be placed on 
wear and not the cam grind. If there 
is no visible wear on the cam lobes, 
you may find the cam followers at 
fault. The followers should always 
be assembled in their original posi- 
tions, because they wear to match 
the cam and if they are removed and 
later put back in different locations, 
it may be impossible to accurately 
degree-in the cams. 


QUESTION: Why don’t the half mile 
and T.T. races run all 
year at Ascot? R.E.—Gardena. 


ANSWER: Basically because it would 

not be profitable. The 
spectator attendance falls off during 
the cold winter and many races 
would have to be cancelled due to 
inclement weather. However, thanks 
to the increase in spectators’ en- 
thusiasm, winter off-seasons are 
growing shorter, 


QUESTION: What happens to the 

engine if an ignition is 
advanced or retarded too far? B.D.— 
Oakland, 


ANSWER: If the ignition is retardeo 

too far there will be a 
great power loss. The spark will ig- 
nite the charge too late and a com- 
plete ignition will not take place 
until the piston is far down in the 
power stroke. A great deal of the 
expanding combustion will go out 
the exhaust. 

If the ignition is advanced too 
much you stand a good chance of 
destroying your engine. The peak of 
combustion may take place while 
the piston is traveling upward on 
the compression stroke and the ex- 
plosive charge will try and send the 
piston back downwards. The piston 
and charge at that point can be 
likened to a tremendous head-on 
collision. Piston or crank may fold 
up.

This coming Sunday represents the last quiet day for quite a stretch. Next 
week it is the annual 100 lap TT and novice sideshow over at Ascot with the 
following Sunday, March 12th, another sportsmen road race at Carlsbad. 

Then it’s on to Daytona and a full week of day and night racing and then 
back to California and dozens of half miles, TT’s, road races and a few short 
tracks thrown in for good measure, just in case there is nothing else to do. 


Over 100 Amateurs and Experts will 
be gunning for the 33 starting positions 
for the March 5th TT that will pay a 
purse that will rival many of the coming 
national paydays. Only one rider has 
ever won this event more than once and 
another new winner is expected to join 
the list. 

All Novice riders are urged to keep 
close watch as there is a good chance 
that the green plates will race on Satur- 
day, the 4th, with only the fastest being 
allowed to run the next day. This was a 
plan that was started last year and 
worked extra well. If the plan is again 
used, a novice must ride on Saturday to 
be eligible to run on Sunday. 

The reason for the two day racing is 
that all amateurs and experts must time 
trial on Sunday and with close to 200 
riders expected, you can only squeeze in 
just so many in one afternoon. 

Latest word has the special Daytona 
flight by Webco filling up fast so if there 
are any late readers that want to go they 
should contact the big “W” in a hurry. 
Flight, motel and transportation to and 
from the races in this package deal will 
take 100 racing fans to the big events in 
the land of grapefruit and sunshine. 

The indoor winter months short tracks 
at Long Beach certainly polished many 
of the riders for the Ascot short track 
last Sunday. Just last October Sammy 
Tanner was one of the slowest guys on 
the track in the first short venture in 
Gardena. Sammy has always been known 
as a half miler deluxe but five events of 
bar banging on the short Long Beach 
track made him feel like he was on a 
mile last week on the bigger and much 
wider dirt oval. The two stroke riders are 
also considered contenders now that the 
compression release has come to light 
for the valveless screamers.

REGISTERED MOTORCYCLES 
IN CALIFORNIA TOP 315,000 


Final results received this week 
from the Dept. of Motor Vehicles show 
the number of motorcycles registered in 
California reached 315,433 as of Decem- 
ber 31,1966. 

The total number of all vehicles 
registered was 11,672,305. The motor- 
cycle’s percentage of that total is 2.7 
per cent. 

These figures do not reflect the true 
number of motorcycles in use, however, 
since many sporting machines ate not 
included in the registration figures. 

Registration figures as of August, 
1966, tallied the Golden State’s motor 
cycle population at 285,449 at that time. 
In the last four months of the year, an 
additional 29,984 machines were regis 
tered. x 
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COTATI SWINGS OPEN-

A crisp, cool, spring morning greeted American Federation oť 
Motorcyclists road racers as they unloaded their machines for the first 
battle of the season at Cotati Raceways. 

The sun fought a losing battle with mist and overcast all day 
while just about everyone else fought losing battles with Art Baumann. 


Baumann, it can now be re- 
vealed, is not really the mild- 
mannered fellow he appears to be. 
When he dons his black and or- 
ange leathers (no mean feat in a 
cramped Cotati phone booth) and 
cries “Doowliah” — that’s Hail- 
wood backwards — he becomes 
Super Scratcher: faster than a 
speeding Norton! More powerful 
than the average Triumph! Able 
to leap deep potholes in a single 
bound! 


This last is a handy talent to 
have at Cotati. For this race, some- 
one in the AFM decided to name all 
the corners in the British manner. 
Turn two, which has a vicious sink- 
hole in it and at which many riders 
have met their respective Waterloos, 
became, according to the dittoed 
map being passed out at the gate, 
“Baumann’s Bend.” 


Two new touring machines made 
auspicious debuts at the Cotati event. 

Ron Grant had a new Yamaha 350cc 
from Al Fergoda’s with which he won 
the 350cc production class. This race 
was a combination affair with every- 
thing from 175cc to open running, and 
Grant was second overall, only losing 
out to Bill Lyons’ Triumph 650. 

Somewhat less spectacular were the 
two Kawasakis which showed up. These 
both ran in the grand prix class, but 
they were modified Samurais, not the 
factory production racers everyone up 
north is waiting to see. 

Ned Marandino managed a fourth in 
the 250cc class and George Roche of 
North Highlands came in eleventh. 

Terry Grotfeld, just over from Eng- 
land and now Service Manager at Bul- 
taco American, had one of the new 
Bultaco 250cc Metrallas entered in the 
production event. Terry took second in 
class. During the day we made arrange- 
ments for a Cycle News road test of the 
new Metralla, which should be com- 
pleted in a few weeks. 


The aforementioned Mr. Grotfeld 


deserted the Bultaco camp long enough 
to take a 50cc class victory in the 
Under100cc grand prix on a Honda.

Winner of the event was Ron Grant on a 
very potent Yamaha 100 twin. 

Grant strung out a good lead over 
Grotfeld while Tom Cleghorn of Menlo 
Park and Ken Harvey of Richmond diced 
for several laps on their Hondas. 

“Too Exciting!” 

After a couple of vicious slides 
(once getting completely crossed up in 
turn one), Harvey cooled it somewhat, 
observing later, “I guess I’ll have to get 
a new rear tire; that was too exciting.” 

With Harvey riding somewhat more 
circumpsectly, the finishing order was 
Grant, Grotfeld, Cleghorn, Harvey and 
Charles Clement of Woodside on a 
Honda, 

The 175cc race provoked more than 
the normal interest because the heat 
trace had been a hard-fought battle be- 
tween the Honda 160s ridden by Jim 
Williams of San Mateo and Fred Muhl- 
berg of San Francisco, with Muhlberg 
taking the wins. 

However, both machines had been 
geared too high to take advantage of 
the shortened Cotati course, and while 
Williams was swapping sprockets on 
his 160, Muhlberg was working on his 
350 Honda. 

With the main event, Williams’ pre- 
vious gearing disadvantage turned into 
and advantage,and he was able to hand- 
ily outpace Muhlberg. 

Under the rule that class winners 
can move up to the next class race for 
no points, Ron Grant had the 100cc 
Yamaha out. He was second on the first 
lap, first on the second, then was 
passed by Williams on the third and 
pulled into the pits when some trouble 
in his ignition suddenly turned his 100 
twin into a 50cc single. 

At the finish it was Williams and

Muhlberg on their 160s, followed by the 
125cc bikes of Hayes Williams and 
Windy Foreman of Sparks, Nevada, both 
Hondas. 


And Along Comes Art 


With the 250cc event Art Baumann 
began his series of wins which would 
last the rest of the day. 

Baumann’s Team Cutlass Suzuki X-6 
fired quickly at the start and going into 
the first turn he led, with Merv Wright 
(on Orrin Hall’s Parilla), second, Bob 
Cambou on an Al Fergoda Yamaha TD=-1 
third, and Harold Parks on a Ducati 
fourth. 

As Baumann’s tailpipes disappeared 
in the distance, attention focused on 
Wright and Cambou, who were having a 
ding-dong battle for second. Wright held 
off the rapid Yamaha for three laps, 
despite frothing gas in the carburetor 
which caused the engine to sputter and 
cough on right hand bends. 


On lap four, however, Cambou would 
not be denied and he swept past to hold 
second place at the finish. 

Parks on his Ducati has been passed 
on lap two by Ned Marandino, who 
pulled ahead of Parks but was unable 
to catch Wright. 

They finished in that order: Baumann, 
Cambou, Wright, Marandino and Parks. 

For the 350cc event Baumann parked 
the Suzuki and came to the line with the 
Precision Machining Honda 350. Also 
on the grid was Ron Grant, still on the 
Yamaha 350 he had ridden in the pro- 
duction race. 


Stocker Stormer! 


I am very skeptical when a dealer or 
rider points to his production machine 
and says it’s stock. If Grant’s Yamaha 
was really unmodified, the Yamaha 
company has a real winning machine on 
its showroom floors — complete with 
legal equipment. 

For with the flag Baumann pushed 
off and into a quick lead with Grant 
jumping into an immediate second place 
which he held throughout the race. 

Behind Grant was Martin Brinkworth 
on a Honda and hot on his heels, Dick 
Kilgroe, also Honda mounted. On lap 
three Kilgroe nipped Brinkworth, to 
complete the final finishing order, Bau- 
mann, Grant, Kilgroe, Brinkworth and 
fifth, Bob Bender of Arcadia on a Honda. 

The 350cc GP class has been the 
private domain of Honda for a long time 
now, but Grant’s second place, complete 
with street bars and muffler, suggests a 
possible change—like for instance the 
first time someone puts tuned expansion 
chambers and a fairing on a new Yamaha. 

The 500cc and open classes ran to« 
gether, with Baumann lining up to have 
a go just for kicks. Commonplace as 
it’s getting to be, he won again, with 
Dick Kilgroe on the Honda 450 second 
(1st in 500cc) and Truman Humphries of 
Vallejo third on a Triumph 650 and first 
in the open class. 


Real Road Racer Gold 


So as the sun sank slowly in the 
west the winners come to start-finish to 
claim their trophies and discovered 
(shock!!) “gold” with real grand prix- 
style road racers on them, not the usual 
model Harley flattracker. 

These, it turned out, were the work 
of the AFM’s trophy committee, who had 
conned a trophy man into springing for 
a new road racing mold. 

Even happier than the people who 
were claiming trophies, it seemed, was

When Sammy Tanner wins a half mile 
race, that is not news. When Sammy 
Tanner wins a short track race — THAT 
IS NEWS!! That’s what happened last 
Sunday at Ascot’s second short track 
for riders on the 250’s on the Gardena 
quarter mile. 

It was a near sweep for the Flying 
Flea who flew to wins in the heat, semi 
and 15 lap feature. The only loss came 
in the trophy dash when Cal Rayborn, 
another heat and semi winner, turned the 
the tables to snare the gold. These two 
popular pro’s then went at it hammer 
and tong in the final with Rayborn in 
the lead most of the way. In the late 
laps it was Sammy grabbing the lead, 
the hard way, on the outside on the con- 
crete like surfaced dirt oval. 

Over 100 riders entered J.C. Agajan- 
ian’s second small bike show that found 
nine experts and three amateurs fighting 
their way into the feature event from 
two rounds of elimination races. One 
novice and one amateur managed to per $ K 
squeeze into the consolation final for eS e s na 
riders that missed the main event from 
the semi’s. It was actually the first time 
a rider from Southern Calif. found him- 
self the winner in 250cc short track rac- 
ing this new season. Riders from the 
north and Utah have won all previous 
events held at Ascot and Long Beach 
since last October. 

San Jose’s Phil Cancilla, who won 
the Oakland indoor races last Saturday 
night, eliminated himself early in the 
heat race with a wild crash that found 
Phil pulling a Bart Markel and draping 
himself over the crashwall on the front 
straightaway. A few minutes later he 
was ready to try again but the Suzuki 
had had enough. 

Experts dominated the heat races and 
won seven of the eight events with ama- 
teur Jim Odom upholding honors for the 
yellow plates and coming up as the only 
white plate stopper of the day. Veteran 
Jack O’Brien, in one of his rare outdoor 
oval track races, clocked the fastest 
heat race time with Odom’s ranking a 
close second. 

The trophy dash was the most hotly 
contested event with Raybom, Tanner 
and Dan Haaby all in contention from 
start to finish. It was Raybom’s last 
ride before heading for Daytona and the 
200 mile national on March 19th. 

Rider acceptance of quarter mile 
racing is more than good with many ask- 
ing for more. There will be more in the 
mear future so keep watching for the 
next date.

Events ran pretty smoothly. 

There weren't too many spills al- 
though there were enough to make the 
races interesting, like in the 500 Am. 

It 
seems the track was wide enough to 
allow for lining the bikes eight or nine 
abreast, About a hundred yards down the 
straightaway the track made a little jog 
to the left and then narrowed down to 
about one or two bikes wide turning to 
the right around a little knoll and then 
up a hill which took its toll of riders. 
That first turn brought quite a few riders 
down and some of them didn’t get to 
finish the race. At the foot of the hill 
there was a rut about two feet deep. 
When a bike got into it it seemed he was 
going to go out of sight. 

The hundred cc class seemed to have 
the most troubles. Hach heat saw a few 
go down, The 500 main took the cake 
though. The same bunch went down about 
six or seven times. They just tried to 
go too fast but once they made it around 
the first time, they didn’t seem to have 
any more trouble and only one guy failed 
to make all the restarts. 

The TX ranch was the site of this 
race and the way everyone concerned 
with it talked, they can hold races there 
from now on. The owner of the ranch (of 
about 5000 acres), P.H. “Pat” Filbin 
likes motorcycles. After talking to him a 
few minutes one can see that he is im- 
pressed by them, especially with such a 
good turn out. He was pretty surprised 
at how many people turn out to watch a 
race. Any club or persons wanting to 
use the land to promote racing can, via 
a partnership deal between the Stockton 
Club and Mr. Filbin. The persons want- 
ing to use the land pay the Stockton 
Club $50 and then Mr. Filbin takes 20% 
of the net.It seems like a real good deal 
because the parties concerned get to pay 
their expenses, which include everything 
concerned with the race and all they 
have to do is split the profit. 

Mr. Filbin is putting in a motel and a 
truck stop on his land which Hiway 5 
runs through. Also, across the highway, 
there is going to be a 160. acre State 
Park with a good sized lake and he 
says, “if this site doesn’t suit a person 
for a track, I have 5000 acres to choose 
from!” From the looks of the land, one 
could put on a Moto Cross, Hare and 
Hound, Hare Scrambles or almost any 
kind of race one would want. Also it 
has some good hills for a Hill Climb.

TORTOISE BEATS 


THE HARE AT STARDUST RACEWAY

In this replay of the old fable, Leo Payne and Harley-Davidson were cast 
as the turtle, while Murray and Cook’s Triumph played the rabbit. These two 
machines were the only contenders that qualified in eliminator bracket number 
one and their performances had been one half second apart. It looked like a 
sure thing for Murray and Cook’s twin engine missile, but when it came to 
that moment of truth, a little hesitation on the starting line gave Leo Payne 
the “hole shot” jump that lit the winner’s light in his lane. 

Leo’s Harley had turned an elapsed time of 9.98 seconds and Jim Cook 


rode the quarter mile in 9.86 seconds. 


Here and There 


Over one hundred entries filed 
through the gates at the Stardust Race- 
way in Las Vegas, Nevada and they 
hailed from all three hundred and sixty 
degrees of the compass. Bikes were in 
trailers and trucks that bore license 
plates with states of origin like; Minne- 
sota, Iowa, Arizona, Michigan and last 
but far from least California. 

When eliminations were completed, 
the winners checks and trophies traveled 
in as many directions. There seems to 
be no monopoly of wins by any single 
make machine, although Hondas are 
strong victors in brackets seven through 
ten. There has always been a false ap- 
prehension among competitors that there 
wasn’t a chance to win unless your 
elapsed time was very close to the 
bottom of the bracket. 

This meet has shown that this is not 
true, for a glance at the winners times 
in the result section of “Cycle News” 
shows virtually every winning bike turn- 
ing elapsed times in the mid-point or 
top of the class. 


Further Results 


Bob Loux of Modesto, Calif., was 
selected as the rider for a 650cc Tri- 
umph single of Kosman, the accessory 
distributor from San Francisco. Bob 
rode to victory over contenders such as 
Perry & Scotty, Sonny Raslawski, Mc 
Evoy & Whiteman and K. Kolatac. 


The final elimination round brought 
Perry Prentice down the fire-up road on 
the white engine Triumph that was re- 
cording elapsed times of 10.32 seconds. 
Bob Loux’s Triumph was parked near 
the starting line, astride a set of roller 
starters turned by an auto drive wheel, 
Loux did not fire until Perry had reached 
the staging area. There was an eternity 
of time passing by as Loux started his 
machine and Perry & Scotty sat with 
their engines building pre-ignition heat 
at the starting line. Finally the con- 
tenders rolled forward and staged. The 
Chrondex Christmas tree flashed through 
the string of yellows and then to green. 


Double In Trouble 


Loux and Perry were in a dead heat 
of reaction time, but Perry was crossed 
up. Perry was expected to shut off but 
did not. In an effort to go out and stay 
ahead, the throttle was stayed dialed to 
the limit and the double was ridden out 
of trouble in brave fashion. A master 
full riding job in a moment of trouble 
did not rescue the victory however, for 
Loux traveled the straight line to a 
winner’s prize in 10.90 seconds at the 
speed of 129 mph. 


East and North Victories 


David Cernohous is a man who 
started with three attributes. A Harley- 
Davidson, determination and the speedo- 
meter mileage from Minneapolis, Minne- 
sota. Now he has added the fourth. Vic- 
tory in bracket number three! Cernohous 
has a V-twin that runs strong enough to 


defeat the nation’s best such as the 
runner-up Bob Micheals whom we know 
from local drag strips. The Harley won 
its cash and trophy with a best elapsed 


time of 11.59 seconds at a speed of 
117.18 mph through the traps. 

Bracket number four was monopolized 
by Northern Calif. representatives Dick 
Howell and Mike Farrell, both Triumph 
mounted. Dick won his race with a final 
elapsed time that almost advanced him 
to the next bracket. In the final round 
against Mike Farrell, the 650 of Dicks 
turned 11.74 and 115 miles per hour and 
the bracket breaks at 11.74. Nine hun- 
dredths of a second quicker and Dick 


would have been bumped. However, it 
was a glorious trip to the winner’s cir 
cle and victory for Northern California. 


From Five to Ten 


Each bracket had its winner and each 
one deserves credit for fine performing 
equipment and consistency in riders 
ability. Dale Riggin’s Harley-Davidson 
scored in number five in 12.91 seconds 
and Steve Rowles fabulous Suzuki ran 
with elapsed times that eclipse any 
previous performance from a 250cc two 
stroke street bike. The X-6 hustled 
through the traps in 13.60 seconds and 
was moving at 95.42 miles per hour to- 
ward victory lane. 

Bracket seven saw Stormy Morris 
lead Daymond Gordon in the quarter mile 
sprint. Both were Honda mounted. 

David Isely traveled from Mesa, 
Arizona to win number eight and Mike 
Spika found the road from Los Angeles 
led to victory lane in bracket number 
nine. 

It seems that circumstances were 
just right in bracket ten for the smallest 
bike and smallest rider. Las Vegas, 
Nevada’s only winning rider was no 
higher than the Christmas tree’s third 
yellow light and the Honda 90 he rode 
was just the size to give Jim Stepo a 





victory run of 17.85 seconds and the 
well deserved trophy. 


Afterthoughts 


Sunday’s Stardust drag meet was a 
great success — even greater than some 
may recognize. 

Ninety percent of the entries traveled 
over two hundred miles for the opportun- 
ity to compete in an all-bike event. Ex- 
cellent promotional work by Reg Shel- 
drick informed and enticed the two- 
wheeled acceleration addicts into the 
trek. 


Extra Awards 


One extra fine trophy was selected by 
Vegas Sports promotions for award to 
top bike at the all bike meet. 

Murray and Cook’s twin engine Tri- 
umph established top miles per hour and 
elapsed time with a run of 9.63- seconds 
and 155.17 miles per hour. That 9.63 is 
the quickest any cycle has covered the 
quarter mile and one of the fantastic 
“Flustration” engines was oiling badly. 
If everything had been 100 per cent on 
the engines, the mark could have been 
unbelievable. 

A performance like that well-deserved 
the top bike award! 

Three hams were awarded for the 
support of volunteer workers. Ann Hut- 
ton, Mickey Malone and your correspond- 
ent received the groceries from Reg 
Sheldrick and Gene Drew, the chiefs of 
Vegas Sports Promotions.

The course was beautifully laid 
out and was easily followed, but it 
taxed the riders skills.

The weather was perfect, the crowd 
large and enthusiastic and there were 
no reported injuries. 

These small bikes never cease to 
amaze one. They would give an awful 
lot of 175=200cc’s a sound trouncing on 
this course.

Seen recently in broad daylight, in 
Chatsworth, was a Honda ninety that 
has all the unmistakeable touches: A 
sporty tank, abbreviated fenders, high 
bars with a brace and upswept exhaust 
marked it as an extension to the series 
of Honda sctamblers. The 305 and the 
160 have become “scramblers” with the 
Same equipment changes. Enter the 
ninety, it even bore the logical designa- 
tion CL90. 

The new and proud owner was very 
cooperative. He commented candidly 
that he had bought it recently from a 
airlines pilot. The pilot had bought it 
in Japan, probably unaware that it was 
not available here...yet! Our spies took 
a test ride and found it very similar to 
the normal S90 in handling and power. 


Brakes and comfort were excellent. 
Rider position was of the “sit up and 
beg” type that is necessary with the 
high bars used. Power comes in slowly 
and it does no good to hurry the throt- 
tle as the engine refuses to be pushed. 
Finish and detail are excellent in the 
Honda tradition and it will undoubtably 
be another terrific value when it becomes 
available here. 

For those who might consider actual- 
ly “scrambling” one, consider the steer 
ing geometry: Lock 43 degrees, caster 
is 65 degrees and the trail is 2.95 
inches, which gives the sensation of 
riding a uniscycle. Also not at home in 
the fast rough stuffis the 47 inch wheel- 
base. The engine would of course re? 
spond to the normal hop-up treatment,

They were going to make three laps 
on the 30 mile course. Out past the smoke 
the course went up into the hills, this is 
where you really have to use your riding 
ability.

At the 1st gas check Malcolm Smith 
and Bobby Ferro came in at the same 
time still handlebar-to-handlebar. These 
two chargers had duelled that way for 
the entire 30 miles.

Cleve Thomas, #30, an amateur on a 
Honda, turned in a fast ride to take first 
place Sunday, with 15-year-old Norm 
Benham, #10, an Expert on a “Steen 
Special” Hodaka SS, just 20 seconds 
behind, taking second. 

This was a good win for Cleve as he 
had to better 96 eager riders on a rough, 
hilly course which called for real riding 
ability. 

The banner was dropped 10 minutes 
after the big bikes had departed. The 
trailsters used the same 30-mile course 
and went one lap. Jack Morgan led it to 
the smoke bomb, with Cleve right behind 
him, and Norm Benham, Jack Freolick,
